prices, he discovers that he is no better 


off. 
If he had saved any money, he 


seems to be worse off. as now his bank 
deposi* will not buy as much as form- 
erly. 


There is also a very widespread be- 


lief that there is much profiteering in 
many trades. 
But the retail trade at 


least it not getting the money. 
The 


small dealers do not seem to be getting 
rich. 


If ths wholesaler and the manufac- 


turers are asking exorbitant prices, they 
are pursuing a course of extreme folly. 
They are about as safe as a man who 
should send off a lot of July Fourth 
fireworks in a powder magazine. They 
are likely to start a social convulsion 
the end of which can not be foreseen. 


If the extent of this abuse is exag- 


gerated, to lay high prices to this cause 
merely has the affect to distract public 
attention from the real causes of pres- 
ent conditions, and to delay the applica- 
tion of real remedies. These are times 
when no person can safely demand an 
exorbitant return for the service he 
renders to society.

President of Irish Republic 


To Speak In Columbus 
According To Plans 
Being Made. 


Plans will probably be made here b> 


the Friends of Irish Freedom to send 


11 delegation to Columbus in the near 
future when Enmonn De Valera, presi 
dent of Ireland, will be a guest of Co 
lumbus. 


Timothy S. Hogan. former attorney 


general, has stated that he has received 
positive assurance from Judge Cohalan 
of New York, that the itinerary of Pres- 
ident De Velera includes Columbus, Cin- 
cinnati and Cleveland. 
The- date will 


be announced later and will be early in 
September. 


The tale of De Valera's career is 


filled with romance. 
He was born in 


America, down in Manhattan on the 
ower West Side, October 14. 188L'. 
He 


was 2 years old when his father died, 
ind he was sent to his mother's lam- 
ly in County Limerick. Ireland. 
His 


mother remained in this country, re- 
married, and moved to Rochester, N. Y., 
vhere she now resides. 


De Valera was educated at Bieuroe, 


Charleville, and the French 
college 


Black Rock, County Dublin, in both the 
intermediate 
and 
university 
depart- 


ments. Later he attended lectures at the 
National university at Trinity college, 
Dublin. His educational career was bril- 
liant and he won scholarships, prizes 
and degrees in the arts, science and ped- 
agogy. 
He taught the special honor 


courses in mathematical science, pure 
and applied, in the principal Dublin uni- 
versity colleges for men and women, to 
students of the Royal University of Ire- 
land, at Black Ttock, St» ptephens' 
Green, Eccles Street, Loretto, and later 
was lecturer in these courses at May- 
nooth college. 
For ten years he wa 


professor at the National Training co 
lege for primary teachers. 


De Valera's first real contact with th 


Irish struggle for independence cam 
during the insurrection of Easter week 
1916. With a little more than 100 men 
he held an area of Dublin against twc 
divisions of the English army until o'r 
dered to surrender by Padriac Pearse 
commander of the Iri/sh ,volunteers 
British commanders said De Valera' 
men had handled their guns with deadlj 
accuracy. 


For participating in this fight, De 


Valera was court-martialed and ordere( 
to be shot. Protests from all over the 
world resulted in his sentence being 
commuted to life imprisonment. 
Al 


the other leaders of the insurrection 
were executed. 


With 64 other Irish prisoners De 


Valera was held at Dartmoor prison 
where he lived under strict prison law 
which called for four inspirations dailv, 
absolutely no talking and one hour o: 
exercise out of each 24. One day he 
shocked the authorities of the prison
